DaIXAs, April 13. -All of that part of 
tlM itato west, southwost and uorth- 
weBt wa8 risited by a severe wiudstorui 
Moompanied hj rain Satorday night. 
The wind came from the west and in 
many localities appro!i(;ho(l tho dignitv 
of a tornado. Telegrapli ami tt li'phoiio 
poles wore blown down and tolfphonn 
commnnicatiou cut off until late last 
night. Wires are itiU down west of 
here, and mauj placet can not be heard 
from. 

At Abilene the wind reached » Telo- 
city of 60 miles an hoar accompanied by 

ftn inch of rainfall. Four resldonco.s 
and half a dozen workshops weio domol- 
ished and a number of rosidonccH moved 
from tlicir foundatioiiH, and othorwi.so 
badly daniagod and many buildinjjrH un- 
roofed. MrH. McKinh'j' was seriously 
Biid Mrs. Jolinson painfully injured, 
their residences being destroyed. 

Several houses wore blown down at 
Colorado City, one of whic;h was oc- 
cupied by a family named Soloinoii. 
Nearly all tlu! members of the family 
were injured. The wires are still down 
in that direc-tion and this is tho first 
news received from there. 

At Fort Worth a .sasli door and blind 
factory, and the grand stand Mt th« base 
ball park wuro wrecked. 

At Cres«on, a small tOMm below Port 
Worth, the Fort Worth and Rio Grande 
railway dejwt, the Methodist church 
and nine business houses and residences 
were demolish. 

At Reagan, Falls county, several 
buildings were almost demolished. 

At Aunota, Parker countr, ono store 
and all its contents was blown away 
and a number of residences crushed. 

At Bates, Denton conutT, the Meth- 
odist ohoroh was deitrajea and other 
bnildingi mored from their founda- 
tions. 

Along the line of the Texas Central 
from Glboo to Dublin, damage to farm 
houses and crops is reported. 

Thewtaldwas followed byadriring 
rain which added to tiie damage. No 
estimate of the amount of loss has been 
recetred, but It will bo considerable. 
Rain was general throughout the state. 

Ona Ulm Known to Bo luMt, 

Colorado Orrr, Tex., April 18.— A 

cyclone of limited dimen.sion but trt 
meudous force struck a portion of this 
lify Saturday night at 10 o'clock, doing 
considerable damage to property, and 
resulted in the death of James, the 12- 
year-old son of J. M. Solomon. The 
Btorm struck the four-room building oc 
cupied by J. M. Solomou. Tho houso 
was literally splintered and scattered aU 
over the block. Mr. Solomon, >vife and 
five children had retired, and it is re- 
markable that any of them escaped 
alive. James, the oldest sou, was 
•truck in the back of the head by a nor- 
tion of the timbers and his skull frac- 
turedi resulting in death. Ho was found 
under the wreck across the street. Mrs. 
Solomon and the other children were 
bruised but not seriously. 

A heavy rain fell for two hours after 
the ogFokmo and did much damage. 

SNOWSTORM IN COLORADO. 

Am Inuneasa Amount of Dnnume Dono and 
Probably Soma Llrei Lost. 

('liii'ri.i; Ckkkk, Colo.. Ajuil i;?. — The 
Cripple Creek district was visited by 
Om sererest and most destructive blii:- 
■ard erer known yesterday. An im- 
mense amount of damage has been done, 
and in all jirobability soiue lives have 
t>een losf in the i)ills, rumors to that ef- 
fect beiii^' m circulation, and general 
fear is entertained for the prosp6<,'tor8. 
Alight snow started at 11 o'clock Sat- 
urday night, ami about ii o'chx-k yester- 
day *uorniiig the storm renewed and the 
Telocity of the wind, which was from 
the northeast, increased and continued 
to blow at the rate of 00 miles an hour 
aUday. 

A score or more of buildings in this 
city were blown down and tents, signs 
ana loose lumber were scattered over 
town. All flxe telephone wires out of 
the camp are down, and no trains have 
aniTed or departed. 

At 1:80 the Cripple Creek Commis- 
ilon, a 8-storT building on Oarr avenue, 
near the Midland diepot. fell with a 
crash and caught Are from an over- 
turned stove, and was completely de- 
stroyed. The building is isolated, which 
prevented a general conflagration. 

The Boston cafe building, at Oarr 
and Second streets, was partially 
wrecked. 

A large rooming house on Warron 
avenue was blown down about mum, 
and several (>ccui)ants weic injured.

Many store fronts have Ik i ii blown in 
and some of tiu^ l)iisine.ss houses, a.s 
well as n'sidences, will nei'd ri'p.nrui^'.

In tlio liills hundreds of iirospectors 
live in tents, and tho majority of them 
were blown awny. The damauo to prop- 
erty throuK>i<>ui tha camp will not fall 
jhort of $100, uuo. 

The 1:20 j). ni. train over the Florence 
and Cripple Creek road is stJiUed be- 
tween here and Anacouda. One of the 
■nbmrban trains from Victor is stuck in 
rMBkloa.

A dozen buildings or m n were 
blown down at Oillett and a luuulier at 
Altmau, Goldfield and Victor. Shalt 
houses and surface improvemcuts all 
over the district were badly damaged. 

Snowitorm la Colorado. 
Dbhtbr, April 13.— Tho storm of Sat- 
urday niglit and yesterday was tho 
most disastrous to railway traffic of tho 
winter. Little snow fell in Denver, 
but tho trains on all roads running into 
the city have been delayed and the 
Union Paoillc, Deuvvr and (iulf was 
obliged to aiuiul all its trains on the 
souther braiu'h. The trains from Fort 
Worth got no further than Trinidad. 
News of almost unprecedented snowfall 
comes from all points south of here in 
Colorado and northern New Me^oo. 

MISSION AR H8 NOT IXPtLLIO.

Washi.nqto.n, April 18. —Tho Turkisli 
legation has received from the sublime 
porte tho following cablegram : 

"It has been falsely stated that the 
missionariea would be expelled. The 
imperial govflmment has not taken and 
does not intend to take any general 
measure of expulsion of missionariej 
and Catholic priests. Those amojig 
them who attend petuofnlly to their 
business are not and will not be dis- 
turbed. But. surely, it cannot be the 
same for those who 1^ their attitude try 
to disturb the order and Jtnmsquility of 
the country by placing -tiumuelves in 
openhoatittty to the laws and regula- 
tions in force in the empire. The im- 
perial government, waraiful of the 
malntenanoe of public seourity, has the 
duty to send them away ^m its terri- 
tarr, and in so doing, it avails itself of 
a right which in aU justice nobody 
could contest." 

Rallef Work In Armanla. 

N«w York, April 18.— The Horpoot 
Igents of tho Armenia relief committee 
report that 2, 1579 persons roreive two 
pieces of bread a day. Destitute women 
are supporting their families by making 
suits at underclothing at 6 cents apiece. 
The men are emidoyed in clearing 
away ruins. The harvest is better than 
usual and Turks are willing to sell sup- 
plies. Altogether CO,r)(!() pt;rsoii.s have 
been aided by the society.

There aro 100,000 dei^titute people 
in Harpoot, for whoso sustenuuce ioUO,- 
000 la needed^

MatabolM. 

SOME VERT SEVERE FIOHTINO 



Tho BritMk Traopa Ceapeitod to Setroat 

Md'Call on Baluwajro For Help Tli 
n«bellloa In Mntnbalelnnd Ttrmi to lif 
Spraadlns fn flplta of tke 
Made to fiappr«M It. 

BtJi.TTWATo, April 18.— Detoils have 
been nn-eived here of the encounte 
with the Matabelo of Captain Brand, a.s 
the result of which he suffered a reverse 
and was compelled to ask for assistance 
ftrom Buluwayo. The Matabele sur 
rounded and attacked Captain Brand' 
column, consisting of 180 men, whicl 
had been sent to relieve CJwanda, 
miles south of In^re on tlu! Tuli road 
Captain Hrand formed a laager for th 
purpose of offering a better defense 
against tlu^ attack. BoOM dtttPSnte 
lighting ensued. 

Tho enemy wore found to bo well 
armed with Martini ritles, and they di 
I'octed a strong ami well aimed hr 
against Dr. Brand's Maxim gun with 
such gO(jd effect that it became disabled 
Captain Brand's ammunition also ran 
short and the hereto attack of the Mata 
belo continuing, the situation of hi 
force began to grow desperate. They 
were fimilly obliged to light their way 
tlirougli the beleaguring enemy's lines 
They sui'ceeded in cutting their way 
ont with a loss of five troopers killed 
and n> wounded. It is stated that 150 
of tho Matabelo were killed 

In response to Captain Brand's mes 
sage calling for assistance, a relief force 
of U50 men with artillery, was dis 
patched as quickly us possible. This 
force met Captain Brand's column ro 
turning. 

The i-ebellion in Matabeleland seems 
to be spreading, in spite of the vigor 
ons efforts that have been made to sup 
press it. The enemy's forces come and 
go within short distances of Buluwayo 
and the anxiety here is most keen and 
there are many fears expressed of an 
attack by the enemy in force. Oonfi' 
denoe is felt that Buluwayo will be able 
to offer a successful defense. The com 
iug of the relief force from Maf eking 
will, however, be greeted as a welcome 
assistance in Uie poaslble case of an at 
tuck.

Philadelphia, April IM— All the 
gruesome relics that figured in the trial 
of H. H. Molmes for the murder of 
Benjamin F. Pietzel will be shipped to 
Mrs. Pietsel at Galva, Ills. , as soon as 
the law has finally (lis])o.sod of the mur- 
derer. They will include, besides Piet 
zpI's i)icture, the fragmentary remains 
of three miu-dered children. Mrs. Plot 
lel, within tho past few days, requested 
her counsel hero to arrange tot the 
shipment so^that she might give decent 
interment to what was left 01 her deau 

She also inquires if she can not ob 
tain all or port of the money taken 
from her by Holmes while he was taking 
her abitut the country. This is inter 
csting, in view of the statement that 
Holmes has received a large sum for his 
alli'getl confession.

CONSUL WALLER LANDS. 

Ha TbIniM Ho Can Win HIa Salt Against 
tho French OoToraniont. 

r New York. April 13.— John L. Wal- 
ler, late TTiiited .States consul at Tama- 
tave, Madagascar, was a second class 
passenger per American lino steamer 
New York, which arrived Saturday 
from Southampton. Ho said he was re- 
leased from prison in France on Feb. 
;!0, exactly 11 months from the time ho 
was sciitenceil at Madagascar. Mr. 
Waller dei'linod to discuss his case at 
length, but said lie felt conlident of 
the ultimate justification of his uc- 
tioiis. He iiKjuired anxiously as to the 
liealth of his wife and family, who have 
been at Baltimore for the past two 
months. 

Mr. Waller said that while on fho 
guai'dship at Madagascar, and during 
the jiassage to France, his treatment 
was inhuman, but that at the prisons 
where he was confined iu France his lot 
was no worso than that of the ordinary 
{irisoner. The food served lacked nutri- 
ment, and he was obliged to purchase 
supplies outside, a concession granted 
by the prison authorities, and for which 
ho was verr grateful. 

Mr. Waller said: "I wish to contra- 
dict the statement of the secretary of 
state that there is evidence that I was 
wi'll treated on the voyage from Mada- 
gascar." 

Waller was allowed to bny 10 cents' 
worth of food a day. By writing to the 
French minister of the interior Waller 

was allowed to take three baths in live 
mouths. Ho wrote to Ambassador Eus- 
tis, but the French held the letter for ■■>:•) 
days Other letters were also held. 

At Nimos he again nearly died, and 
for a long time the doctor refused to at- 
tend him. 

On Fob. L'o, is'.til. Waller received no- 
tice that his ]iardoii had b<^'ii secured, 
but on condi'ion that he must not sut( 
the I'reiicli govurniiieiit through till) 
I iiited States government, but in the 
French courts.

FIRE IN CLEVELAND 

Fifteen Families in Peril For a 
Brief Time. 

ONE GIRL WAS BADLY HURT. 



Slie .lumped From a Third-Storf Window 
and Woa Harad From Death hj thm 
Bravarjr of Two Men— Tbey JolaoA 
HhikIh and Caiiglit Ilpr a.« Sha Veil* 
The Other* Eseaped In Safetjr. 

CrJiVELANn. April 18.— A fire, which 

started at o'doclc Sunday iriorning in 
a H-storv teii 'iiiciit liousi' at the corner 
of Muiisoii aii l < )i'egoii si^ i'fs, caused a 
loss of .$10,000 and put tho lives of the 
members of 15 families in peril for n 
brief period. The fire started on the 
second floor of the building, which was 
a frame structure, owned by Sipe ai I 
Sigb'r, and the occupants of tho upper 
suites of rixims all reached the fire es- 
' 11)08 in safety, with the exception of 
one young woman named MtuyOoz, 
who jumped from a third story window 
and was badly hart. 

Chart's Watkiiis with his wife and 
baby occupied one of the flats. He was 
awakt^ned by smelliug smoke. Hastily 
rousing liis wife and child and iiullingon 
some of In- rlothing, he attempted to 
esca])e by way of the hall, but tho 
flames drove him back. Tlieii he burst 
open the diKir to the room of Missi s 
Mary and Anna Cox. Both girls were 
throwing i lotliiiig from the window. 
Watkiiis told them to come with him. 
Then he .-.iiiasU' d tlio panel in tlie iloor 
leading to tlie next suite, occupied by 
Miss Mae iUiike. From tlie window of 
this room the fire escapt; could be 
reached and Miss ]5urke had already 
started t'l d' sceiid it. Watkiiis pulled 
his wife and 1 hild and Miss Anna Cox 
through the hole ill the dooT and placed 
them on the tile escape. 

He then went back for Miss Mary 
Cox, but just as ho reached her she 
liluiiu'ed from the window. Charles 
Wesley and Louis Traves, who discov- 
ered the fire, were standing below the 
window. 'I'iiey saw the girl propariuK 
to jump, and joining their hands they 
caught her as she fell. Tiiey were 
thrown to the ground, but they had suc- 
ceeded in breaking the force of her fall, 
and she escaped with a broken arm and 
a few burns. 

Nearly all the peojile lost their cloth- 
ing and household goods, but the losses 
are mostly covered by insiuauce.
